Sacked and Burned 


By Whites. 


Wilmington, N. C.. Nov. 10—The ne- 


groes not having complied with the 
demand of the business 
men, 
this 


morning a column of 600 armed whites 
assembled and marched to the office 
of the Daily Record the negro news- 
paper, and destroyed all the material 
found in the building. They took the 
fire engines and with the flames con- 
fined to the Record building started a 
fire. 


On the south side 20 feet away is a 


St. Luke's, the largest negro church in 
the city, and on the north 12 feet away 
is 
a 
frame building 
occupied by 


negroes. 


The Record building is a wreck being 


almost totally burned. The excitement 
is intense as it is feared that the 
negroes will attempt to retaliate to- 
night. The streets are full of armed 
whites, at least a thousand men being 
on guard tonight. 


The column which moved on the 


Record building was composed of the 
best white citizens 
of Wilmington 


even ministers marching or on guard 
with Winchester rifles. 


At noon serious trouble occurred in 


the first ward. 
Three 
whites and 


three negroes were killed. 
A large 


company of armed citizens has gone 
to the scene, the negroes being rein- 
forced by laborers. 


Fayetteville has been asked for help. 


The colored editor, Manley, his brother 
and associates, have not been found. 
A rapid fire gun has been mounted in 
a wagon by the whites ready for battle. 


Today's action is the result of yester- 


day's meeting at the court house when 
the "negroes were given, until this 
morning to answer the demand for the 
removal of the press and cessation of 
the publication of the Record. Armed 
guards were on the streets and cars all 
night. 


The negro workers in the compress 


today became panic stricken. 
The 


local authorities are not trying to stop 
the scenes, no policemen being around. 
Squads of men are now halting the 
negroes on the streets, removing their 
arms.

ThoV/bito Pass und Yukon railway now

At tbe 
summit the track reaches an elavatlon of 
S, 805 feot abu\e its ghoro terminus, so yon 
can readily believe that these diflUulttas 
have been by no means sraull.

In order to reach an elevation of more 
than half a mile in les» than IT mile.s of 
track tba lino has b^en carried up on the 
sides of bcld bills, through one tunnel 600 
feet in length and in some instancw 
across tbe very fsoe of a mountain. 


The rest of the route will be of compar- 


atively easy construction, although it it 
sometimes as diSicuvt to descend from a 
grade as to reach it. 
The chain of lakes 


in which tbe mighty Yukon rjgos will 
present other obstacles, but eztsnsive 
tre&tleworlt Will carry the road clear of 
these. 


There is no doubt that tbe ultimate 


terminus of tbe road will ba Dawson City 
Itself, but the company will not wait to 
roach this goal before doing basinets. ,In 
faot, many passenger* and much freight 
have already been carried to ynmmit, and 
tbe northern terminus will be pushed for- 
ward as rapidly as possible. 


Thu rolling stock of the road .consists of 


five locomotives, 20 Sat oars, two passen- 
ger cars and one baggage ear. Tb ere are in 
course of construction at Seattle 20 add!'

One of the interesting incidental fea- 


tures of the election this year was 
the use of the Holt counting machines, 
used Tuesday for the first time. The 
general opinion as the result of one 
day's use was very favorable, although 
of course with minor exceptions in 
some places. 
Through the different 


wards in this 'city there was general 
satisfaction • with the machines, and 
the promptness with which most of 
the wards made their returns !s evi- 
dence of the success of the officers in 
using them. This was largely due of 
course to the ability of the counters to 
keep up with the votes in the forenoon, 
and the election;officers, deserve some 
of the praise they give the machines. 


The greatest dissatisfaction came 


from Adams, where the counting was 
a long process. The machine did not 
work over well, but the chief trouble 
was that there was only one machine 
for the counting' of about 1100 votes. 
If there were 
enough machines to 


make only about 400 votes to each, as 
was the case in the local wards, it is 
probable that Adams would have been 
better satisfied. 


There was delay in Williamstown 


for the same reason, but most of the 
smaller towns were satisfied. In Pitts- 
field the machines worked well for the 
most part.

Clerk Brooker has been much compli- 
mented for his quick and excellent 
work in tabulating the returns,

END OF LOH6 PATENT CONTEST, 


Patent Office Decides Disputed Ques- 


tion off Local Shoo Invention. 


Papers were received yesterday af- 


ternoon by Joseph and Nelson Yon of 
this city, granting them a patent on 
a one piece upper for •hoei, with a re- 
inforcing stay piece for the heel. This 
is the end of a long contest in regard 
to the matter that is of much interest 
to inventors, the patent cilice's deci- 
sion having been closely questioned 
in the interests of the C. T. Sampson 
shoe factory. 


The Invention was made by A. Bel- 


aire, formerly of this city, and patent- 
ed by him. Some time afterward, an 
improvement was made in the device, 
and put in operation at the Sampson 
factory, it being thought that the 
original patent did not cover the im- 
provement. Mr. Belaire sold out his 
patent to the Yon brothers, and they, 
through Lawyer E. H. Beer and Wash- 
ington attorneys, made application to 
perfect the first patent, the points 
named in the application covering the 
change made in the company's use of 
the device. This application was of 
course contested by the Sampson com- 
pany, and for a year or so the matter 
has been before the commissioner of j 
patents and the board of examiners. ( 
The receipt of the papers issuing the i 


patent to the Messrs. Yon is the end | 
of the case, and they will undoubtedly 
take measures to dispose of the rights 
granted in the patent. 


LAMM STILL IN SPRINGFIELD. 


Habeas Corbus Writ lssued,and Lamm 


Will Fight Extradition. 


Joseph T. Lamm has begun to put up 


a stiff fight against the law, and will 
try hard not to go back to Bennington 
from Springfield. Judge Maynard of 
the superior court yesterday issued a 
writ of habeas corpus in the case. The 
writ was served on the Springfield 
police today and is returnable in the 
supreme court November 19, when a 
hearing will be held.

yesterday. Lamm will now remain in 
Springfleld until the conclusion, of the 
habeas corpus proceedings.
